This, with a strong inh2nt srnse of 
honor and a high moral purpose which 
‘dominated every impulse; constituzed the 
tock in trade with which’ Mr. Silvey be- 
’ gan his career in Atlanta. The city, or, 
rather town, as it was in those days, had 
recently rejected the name of :Marthasville 
and appropriated the broader significance 
implied in the name “Atlanta.” The popu- 
lation of the town was rather small, but 
many agencies were at work and the ac- 
tivities of the place were such as °9 ex- 
cite many favorable predictions as to her 
subsequent growth and development. 

It was the “great expectations” which 
Atlanta offered as a market for the finan- 
cier, which drew the attention of mr.

a merchant, Mr. Silvey has always 
képt a etrict supervision over hig business 
and has been carefully observant of every 
detail. He has strictly adhered to his prin- 
ciples, never diverting from the rules of 
his establishment. As to purchasing new 
goods by way of replenishing his stock, he 
never buys an article until he needs it, and 
then in such quantity as to enable him to 
satisfy his trade without encumbering his 
stock or loading his shelves with unneces- 
sary merchandise. The secret of success 
is to buy what ig needed, and thus employ 
in the constant activities of trade, the 
capital invested. Mr. Silvey has always 
maintained a dignified though pleasant re- 
lationship with his clerks. e has treated 
them at all times with deference and affa- 
bility and while he has always been stern 
in the rigid exaction of what he conceived to 
be the duty of his clerks, he has acted in 
such a manner as to inspire their love and 
confidence and awaken in each of them a 
responsive appreciation of his character and 
“Without obtrading his vi . 

ithout obtruding his views upon the pub- 
lic, Mr. Silvey has always observed the drift 
of the times and taken the opportunity to 
carefully inform himself on all questions 
pertinent to the city’s growth. In other 
words, he has been a careful thinker, and 
while he has never paraded his ideas in 
rint nor declaimed them in popular assem- 
lies, he has never been unprepared or re- 
luctant to express them in friendly gather- 
ings or in modest conversation. 

Such is in brief, a sketch of Mr. Silvey’s 
record, and though meager and incomplete 
as regards the matter of detail, there ig.

THE WASHINGTON STREET LINE, 


The Trouble Mr. Hurt Is Experiencing as to 
Street Car Lines, 

The people of Washington street who are 
moving in the matter of improying the 
car service of the . street 
are decidedly interesttd in the mat 
ter, and they want their position understood, 

Washington street is one of the handsom- 
est residence streets in the city, having 
many of the most attractive residences in 
the city. 

It is true the street is provided with street 
car lines now, but instead of having a con- 
tinuous line, it is served by three broken 
parts, which run intd other lines reaching 
the center of the city. The residents of the 
street want the two blocks between Wood- 
ward avenue and Clarke street equipped. 
If this is done, a through line is established 
for the whole length of the street, 

A reported of The Constitution, in talking 
to some of the leading residents of the 
street, finds the situation to be about as 
described below. 

Before the purchase, by the Atlanta Con- 
solidated Company, of the several car lines, 
Washington street was occupied by two 
horse car lines. 
way Company started its line at the ¢or- 
ner of Whitehall and Alabama streets, went 


down Alabama, through Waverly Place, to 


Washington street, out Washington street 
avenue, thencé to Capitol 
avenue, and out the latter street to Geor- 
gia avenue. 

The Metropolitan Company also operated 
a horse car line from the corner of Pryor 
and Alabama street, out Pryor to Garnett, 
out Garnett to Pulliam, out Pulliam to 
Clarke, through Glarke to Washington and 
out Washington to Ormond. 

This, of course. left a gap of two hlocks 
on Washington street,and the street without 
ocntinuous car service, but as the two lines 
were operated by diffetent and rival com> 
panies, there was at that time no apparent 
means of relief. |

ngton street to Capitol avenue, thus fur- 
ther complicating matters by cutting this 
part of Washington street into two sections 
with a different schedule for each. 1 

A few days since each resident of Wash- 
ington street received a letter from the man- 
agement of the Atlanta Consolidated Com- 
pany, asking their assistance in opposing 
the building of a rival car line on Loyd 
street, setting forth that the building of the 
proposed line would interfere with the im- 
proved service contemplated for Washington 
street. 

At tl meeting held Wednesday night to 
consider this letter, it was learned that 
the improvement mentioned therein did not 
contemplate relief from the evils most com- 
plained of, but merely looked to electrically 
equipping the Pryor-Garnett-Pulliam-Wash- 
ington street Ime, leaving the latter street 
more completely dismembered than hereto- 
fore. It was also reported to this meeting 
that the only way in which a continuous car 
line could be had on this street was for the 
citizens themselves fo lay the track on the 
two blocks connecting*the old lines, as the 
Consolidated company declined to maid it 
on the ground that it had been notified that 
opposition existed, and that the company 
would be held for heavy damages should it 
build in front of residences objecting, This 
opposition naturally deters the company 
from action unless it is guaranteed jnmuni- 
ty against loss, ON 

In view of this state of affairs the meet- 
ing appointed a committee of three to ob- 
tain the signatures to a petition praying for 
the relief so much needed; and appointed 
anegther committee of twenty to present 
their appeal] to the management of the Con- 
solidated company, and to the eity coun- 
cil. 
proposed new line, it being the sense of the 
meeting that it was a matter with which 
they could not consistently interfere. 

It is sincerely hoped that the Washington 
street people will secure,the improved service 
they deserve, for it would be-@ calani®y to 
the entire city to have this beautiful street 
permanently dismembe by en lines, 
On {t are situated the state capitol, the 
three most prominent churches of the city. 
and the Girls’ High school, yet to none of 
these have the residents of three-fourths of 
the street now any street car access, The 
street is built up of the handsomest resi- 
dences in Atlanta, and is peopled by the 
very best of our citizens.

No action was taken for or against the’ 


The thirty-eight of us were confined in a 
large room. and it was the fourteenth day 
after the Spanish gunboat.captured our little 
steamer before we received a hint of what 
fate had in store for us. ‘Then an officer 
entered, calle@ on us to pay strict attention, 
and announced that we were to be taken out 
and shot on the morrow. An hour later he re- 
turned to explain that he was mistaken. The 
gracious and merciful Spanish government 
would be satisfied with six lives instead of 
thirty-eight. We had kflled six of the crew 
of the gunboat before surrendering, and it 
was to be a life for a life. 

“Gentlemen, it will be by lot, of course,” 
he continted, as he buwed and smiled on 
every hand, “and I am here to oversee the 
drawing. See! I have here thirty-two ‘white 
beans and six black ones. I will put them in 
& cap, and each gentleman will step up and 
draw as his name is calied.”’ 

When he had announced that all were to be 
shot, I heard no lamenting. On the contrary, 
men moved about saying that it was what we 
had been expecting, ana that we would die 
like men. Lips were compressed, but I did 
not see one pale face. This new announce- 
ment created something like a panic. Only 
six were to die. Thirty-two would be sent to 
prison, but all would live to see home and 
friends again. In sixty seconds the face of 
every man was ghastly. In two minutes all 
were trembling. Mild-eyed men glared about 
them like wild beasts driven to bay, and there 
were lips which bled from the hard set teeth. 

“Gentlemen, my clerk will call the roll, 
and you will draw the beans,’ said the 
officer, as he made ready. “Each man must 
show his bean as he draws, and those who 
draw black ones must stand over by the win- 
dows. Now, then, are you ready?” 

The clerk could speak and write English, 
and he had our names in alphabetical order. 
The first name called was that of Anson, 
and he hesitated a few seconds before ad- 
vancing. Did any one hope he would draw a 
black bean? I believe that every man of us 
hoped so! It would better our own chances. 
The man walked slowly forward, made a 
great effort to control himself and made his 
draw. It was a white bean. 

Anderson came next, and he drew his death 
warrant, as also did Bagley. Then twelve 
men drew white beans in succession, When 
it came my turn there were there three blacks 
and fourteen whites still left in the cap. I 
drew a black. That fact did not shock me, as 
I had almost expected my ill luck from the 
start, but it hurt me when the men almost 
applauded. Only two blacks now to thirteen 
whites! The iw 4 next man also drew a 
black bean and there was a cheer. Only one 
to thirteen now! 

It was a singular fate which left that last 
black bean in the hat. Twelve names were 
called off and twelve men-stepped up and 
drew, and all drew white. It was the death 
warrant of the only man who did not put 
his hand fn the wr As soon as the draw- 
ing was over the thiry-two fortunates shook 
hands and congratulated each other, and 
smiled and laughed. That was only natural. 
After the first ebullition of feeling they turn- 
ed to give us their heartfelt sympathies. We 
were not removed from the room. They would 
come for us soon after mee “oy 

Whgt were our feelings? The first sensa- 
tion. Was. that & man ceming to.after a 
fall which had deprived him of consciousness 
for a minute, The next was to doubt if we 
had not been asleep and dreamed it all. Af- 
ter that one man sat down in a corner and 
wept. A second lay at full length on the floor 
with his face to the wall. A third cursed 
and inveighed and hoped for vengeance. 
Within three or four hours there came a 
feeling of exultation. I belHve that every 
man who goes to the gallows has the same 
feeling. I slept well that night. I was stil) 
sleeping. when the soldiers came to march 
the six of us to the execution ground. We 
shook hands all around, but only here and 
there did one of the men trust his voice to 
speak to us. Those who were to live seemed 
most affected. Their faces were very pale, 
and their lips quivered. 

o by two, with soldiers on every side, 
we walked, with heads up, but had no word 
for each other. There were scores of citi- 
zens out to see us, but we kept our eyes to 
the front. Halt! We have reached the 
grounds. I had thought of the six of us 
standing in front of six new made graves, 
but there were neither graves nor coffins. 
They stood us with our backs to a brick 
wall. I noticed a hundred sears on that wall 
and knew they had been made on just such 
occasions as this. 

“Gentlemen, your eyes—the blindfold!” said 
an officer as he came forward with several 
men behind him. 

The last thing I saw was a platoon of 
twenty-four men forming up in front of us— 
four to a man. For perhaps ten seconds I 
shrank at the thought of the bullets striking 
me. For perhaps ten more I prayed that they 
would make sure work of it.

fort and Chief Connolly last night tele 
graphed Chief of Police Clack, of Nash- 
Wille, to release Taylor and Weatherford 
from custody. : 


Yesterday morning Chief Connolly notified 


Mr. Reeves and Mr. . Boyd, that Taylor 
and Weatherford, whom they were so anx- 
ious to have caught had been arrested in 
Nashville, and were awaiting orders from 
the police of this city. Of course, the ex- 
penses of bringing the two young men from 
Nashville to Atlanta would have to be 
borne by Mr. Reeves and Mr.: Beyd and 
they very readily agreed to’ pay all expens- 
es, and signified their earnest intention of 
having the two young men, whom they say 
duped them out of a neat sum of money, 
back to this city for prosecution. 

Yesterday morning after receiving the 
news of the arrest of Weatherford and 
Taylor in Nashville, Reeves and Boyd held 
a short conference with Chief of Police 
Connolly in which the course of action to 
be pursued was agreed upon. The young 
men were to make all the preliminary ar- 
rangements for bringing the two prisoners 
back from Nashville, and yesterday after- 
noon Chief Connolly was to dispatch Patrol- 
man ©. M. Butks to the capital city of 
Tennessee to bring the young men here. 

Messrs. Boyd and Reeves went before a 
justice of the peace and swore out war- 
rants against Taylor and Weatherford, 
bringing the charge of cheating and swind- 
ling against each of them. After getting 
the warrants, Reeves and Boyd went to 
the governor to get the proper requisition 
for the two men _ then in the Nashville 
prison. After listening to the charges 
against the men, the governor’s secretary 
told the gentlemen that the offeuse charged 
against the young men was not an extra- 
ditable one, and that he could not issue re- 
quisition papers for them. 

This queered the whole business. Very 
much disappointed,- Reeves and. Boyd in- 
formed Chief Connolly of their failure, and 
Patrolman Burks, who was ready to leave, 
was sent home. Yesterday afternoon, af- 
ter ‘learning that no requisition could be 
obtained, Chief of Police aeaty wired a 
message to Chief Clack, of Nashville, in- 
structing him to give the young men their 
freedom, as they would not be sent for. 
There was no other course to pursue. _ 

Yesterday's paper told of the arrest in 
Nashville of Taylor and Weatherford. 
These young men left Atlanta abent a 
week ago, and it is said- by. the young gen- 
tlemen bringing the charges against. them, 
that they. left in a very quiet manner, leav- 
ing behind them numerous disgruntled cred- 
itors. :

ITow One Beggar Was Run Down-—A Slick 
ljongued Stranger Who Won't W ork. 
Tales by the Stars of the Profession. 


Corresponding to Atlanta’s growth in 
all the material things that go to make up 
a great city is a noticeable increase 1 the 
number of beggars, and corresponding with 
the addition to their kind there 1s a mark- 
ed improvement in the quality of persistence 
with which Atlanta’s street mendicants 

srsist in being helped. : 
Competition in the begging line has grown 
to such formidable proportions, and the en- 
@eavorser in that line have become so BUr 
merous that a very superior article of per- 
aistence or @ very pitiful case of misfor- 
pune is necessary to elicit help from & tired 
public who have already been surfeited with 
mendicants. 

Atlanta has her share of beggars. , Many 
of them are worthy of assistance, having 
been thrown upon the mercy vf the world 
Through some dire misfortune which they 
were powerless to avert. in every coim- 
munity there is a small percentage of peo- 
ple. who are worthy objects of charitable 
assistance, as through no fault of their 
own they have become unfitted for work and 
too poor to live without it. And in every 
community there are those who are too idle 
and thriftless to keep themseives properly, 
and who take to begging as the easiest 
means of getting along in the world. With 
a great host of beggars, worthy and un- 
worthy, the charitable public are left to 
use their own judgment in discriminating 
between the two classes, at the risk of 
turnig away some really worthy person 
and assisting some thriftless vagabond, who 
is not deserving of the slightest aid. 

One Imfostor Trapped. 

This latter class have been troubling At- 
lanta’s citizens recently. So many impost- 
ors, with pathetic stories of cruel misfor- 
tunes, daily appeal to them that they have 
grown ekeptical and are likely toturn away 
those who may stand in sad need of aid. 
The Atlanta Charitable Association furn- 
ishes the necessary medium between the 
people and the beggars, as it investigates 
the merits of the case of each cpplicant, 
ag the following instance will show. 

The other day a ragged little girl knocked 
at the door of a West End residence, and 
to the kindly lady of the house who an- 
swered the summons, told a most touching 
story. The little girl said that her parerte 
were sick in bed at their home, had no 
food or medicines and she was their only 
support. The little mendicant had learned 
ber tale so well that she almost shed tears 
uss she repeated it with telling effect to tue 
kind-hearted and sympathetic lady. 

The lady was touched with the tale of 
woe, but she gave the little beggar nothing. 
She thought of the Atlanta Charitable As- 
sociation, and inditing a short note to Pres- 
ident J. D. Turner, of the association, she 
directed the little girl to go to him and he 
would aid her. The little beggar did as 
she was directed. She carried the note to 
Dr. Turner andthat gentleman did as 
he usually does in such cases, and had the 
case investigated by the superintendent. 
The result of the investigation. was some- 
thing of a surprise to the kindly doctor 
and to the superintendent. It was found 
that the’ address thé young girl beggar had 
given was the address of a negro barber 
shop, and that the entire building was oc 
cupied by negroes. After receiving the re- 
port of the superintendent’s investigation, 
Dr. ‘Turner sent the following letter to 


the lady: 
Dear Madamme--Your favor of the 9th in- 
stant, concerning ——— was referred upon its 


receipt to the superintendent of our associa- 
tion for investigation. He reports, after in- 
vestigation, that ——— is a double storeroom 
occupied as a negro barber shop. The upper 
story is occupied as lodging rooms, but 
negroes are the sole occupants and al) inqui- 
ries failed to elicif any knowledge of any 
rs. ———-. 

I must thank you for referring the matter to 
me, as such plausible pleas are generally 
urged as the means of arousing sympathy, re- 
sulting in gross impositions upon a charitable 
public. If more of our citizens would persue 
the course employed by yon many impositions 
world be obviated. Assuring you that any 
matters referred to this association will re- 
ceive prompt attention, I remain, verv respect- 
fully. J. D. TURNER.

Some Sample Stories. 

Fivery story that ingennity can suggest is 
resorted to by the shrewd beggars, and the 
one whot tells the most heart rending tale 
reaps the richest reward. There is a wo- 
man in ffe city who practices a very clever 
scheme for duping the public. She writes 
very pathetic letters, which she sends 
around by boys and in which she represents 
herself as the wife of a poor, doomed econ- 
sulmptive, whose side she cannot leave jong 
enough to earn bread for herself and him. 
These letters have the desired effect of elic- 
fting neat contributicns in many cases. 

There jis a little dirty-faced, ragged boy 
in the city, who has been begging money for 
four years to pay his father's funeral ex- 
penses, He repeats his well Jearned lie 
like a machine, and is not disappointed when 
help is refused or withheld, Tro little 
children, a hoy and girl, have been wander- 
ing around these streefs almost since they 
have been large ebough to walk, seeking 
help for their father, who was hurt in the 
wreck last week or the week before. 

A Man Whe Woeatidn’t Work. 

A notorious case of imposition is just now 
being: carried on by a man who has been jn 
the city a couple of months. He is a glib 
talker, one who has traveled extensively 
an] knows how to make the approach. He 
pounces down upon his victim like a cyclone, 
telling bim of a starving wife and two chil- 
dren, A certain gentleman, thus appealed 
to, furnished the man with $2 in cash, 
went around to a hotel and paid the bill 
for the family for three days, and in the 
meantime assisted in getting him’a house 
into which he could move his family, Not

It_is to protect the public from. such ini- 
positions as these that the Atlanta Chari- 
table Association was organized, and it is 
doitig its work well and thoroughly. It is 
receiving its support from citizens who be- 
lieve that charity can better be gispensed 
through such an agency than in any other 
way, and they naturally expect that it will 
Save them much of the unpleasantness of 
constant contact with beggars, and of be- 
ing called on to decide at a moment’s notice 
waether an applicant for charity is worthy 
of receiving jt or not, 

President Turner and hig association have 
devoted themselves to the work to such an 
extent that the organization is now perfect, 
and they are still hard at work, seeing that 
the objects of the assocition are carried out. 
in # letter to the council] a few days ago 
Dr.Turner cited the fact that the city had 
many beggars who were not worthy opjects 


of charity, and these he said, were constant- 


ly importuning citizens for help. He recom- 
mended the passage of an ordinance by the 
counci{f which would effectually rid the city 
of this class of beggars, and called the at- 
tention of the public to the. fact that other 
cases could be referred to the association of 
which he was president, 


Under direction of President Turner, the” 


superintendent of the association investi- 
gates the worthiness of all applicants for 
chairty, and the president is always glad 
when the parties deserving help are refer- 
red‘to him, Where the applicant is worthy 
the association extends the necessary help, 
but where he of she is found to be unwor- 
thy, he is blacklisted. The association has 
a fine system of managing the beggars, and 
it is becoming better suited to the socia] con- 
ditions of the city every day. 


AN OLD TRICK. 


Efforts Being Made to Get Hold of the Exam 
ination Questions Asked the Teachers. 


Parties over the state are trying an old 


game again this spring and attempting to. 


get hold of the questions which were sub- 
mitted to the school teachers and candi- 
dates for teachers’ places. 

Several letters have been recived recently 
by the state printers, asking for copies of 
the questions. 

One writer sayg.that he would give a 
dollar or any reasOnable sum to get hold of 
the questions on the quiet.

He states that 
he has subscribed for The Constitution for 
years and on that score asks the Messrs. 
darrison to send him a copy of the ques- 
tions which Captain Bradwell, the state 
school commissioner, has printed at the 
state printing office. 

Fictitious names are signed. One party 
gives a postoflice box in one of the south- 
west Georgia towns and not being familiar 
with the number of the box, wrote it twice 
so as to make sure. 

Teachers will be examined next month. 
The school commissioners from each county 
conduct the examination, papers being sent 
to them by the state school commissioner. 
The questions are not hard’ but there are 
prospective candidates for exaination here 
and there who would rather get them and 
study up on them if it can be done.

He does not make out the 
questions until the examination is almost 
on. Then the questions are set up and 
printed under the eye of a representative 
of the school commissioner. o get hold 
of a copy will require more than common 
genius.

He is known here as a 
young business man of faultless standing, 
and nothing damaging to his integrity was 
ever known. 

The telegram was sent to Harralson 
Brothers by the chief, and the gentlemen 
of that firm stated that Fudge left their 
employ about one month ago, and was all 
right so far as they knew. ‘This was wired 
to Chief of Police Felder. Fudge was re- 
leased from custody on Friday and left 
Mobile for Selma. 

Yesterday morning Mr. R. F. Shedden, 
eneral agent of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Boman: reported to Chief Connolly that 
Fudge had collected $100 belonging to him 
(Shedden.) The collecting had been done 
through misrepresentation, he stated to the 
chief. This fact was telegraphed to the 
Mobile chief, and last night a telegram came 
from him saying that Fudge had left the 
city. Later a second telegram was re- 
ceived saying that Fudge had returned to 
that city and could be had if wanted.

like a sash. The sleeves are large soft puffs 
of the silk.

Tea Gowns.

The front has 
a breadth of this ribbed gauze in pale blue 
gathered on across a yoke and hanging 
straight. It has insertions of guipure lace 
sewed vertically upon it. The back is close- 
fitted. A sash of the silk passes under the 
front and grows wide in the back till it be. 
comes pointed, and is then shirred into two 
standing vertical ruches. This device gives 
to the Seck a narrow appearance. A wide 
collar of guipure lace falls round the shoul- 
ders and jabots down each side the front. 
The sleeve is called Louis Trieze, and about 
it a column might be written. It falls in an 
inimitable spiral puff like a shell, which its 
color suggests, and is caught in below the 
elbow whence it sends out a sort of fluted 
edge, again like a shell.

The 
mousseline also fits close in the back, but 
the front is a loose festoon drapery from 
armhole to armhole.

To leave the exposition for a moment. I 
saw worn the other day by a French wo- 
man one of the most novel and charming 
robes d'interieur possible.

This gown was of white silk with pompa- 
dour boquets printed over it, and white 
mousseline, It was in two pieces. The skirt 
was open in front over a petticoat of the 
mousseline gathered full; the bodice was of 
the mousseline gathered full in front and 
back.

The collection has an artistic foulard full of 
practical suggestions; it is a Japanese pat- 
tern of dary_plue broken with a pattern of 
red aud gold.

The 
garment is in one piece and opens at one 
side of the front, from the top of the 
shoulders down to the feet; but this opening 
could not be guessed. The bodice front is 
in gathers and at the belt line in frout the 
material is cut across on either side, leaving 
some ten inches across the front nearly plain. 
There is no attempt in the cut of this skirt 
to make it flare at the bottom; it appears 
hearly as full at the top—a wise reserve, 
Since the material is soft and thin. But itn 
the back it is somewhat held out by petti- 
coats, and if it were not, though cut round, 
4 would some inches more than reach the 
oor. 

A breadth of mousseline de sole Is knotted 
at the waist behind and spreads out fan-like 
over the back breadth. The bodice is draped 
with a rufiie of the mousselfMe that passes 
round the neck and down each side the front, 
where it turns and runs up into the under. 
arm seams and thence diagonally up onto the 
bust. Belt and neck band are of galoon, and 
another galoon band crosses the back half 
way up and catches the mousseline on each 
side the dront. Sleeves plaited very full in 
the armholes and drawn diagonally round the 
arm and over the close undersleeve, which 
shows like a deep cuff. This cuff is loose.

Beginning 
with the armhole at side seam then cut 
it according to pattérn; then cut the shoul- 
der seam just as long as the one for the 
back is cut—say two and a half inches. 

from the shoulder seam. cut to form 
revers as shown in line b, slightly curving 
so as to correspond with line a it the back, 
to which it is to be joined. This reyer 
piece is to be just half the width of the 
back. The seam at the center of the hack 
of this piece is cut very slightly on the bias 
so that in the joining there is a flare at the 
bottom of the collar.

The very daring and prilliant jacket de- 
signed for mountain wear wag sent out by 
Rausdintz from Paris two weeks ago.

It is 
of blue mottled basket cloth, the seams in 
the back flaring out sharply below the waist, 
falling into_large flutes. The straight re- 
vers are cut in with the front pieces, then 
pressed back and narrowly edged and also 
faced with a red and brown figured straw 
silk exactly resembling a bandanna handker- 
chief, The armholes are also piped with 
this silk and it makes the finish around the 
jacket, ‘ 

This jacket is to be worn over a blouse of 
straw colored bandanna, figured with a 
very small Imleaf pattern on red and 
brown, and the front is crossed with some 
of the broad woven border that edges the 
handkerchiefs, in which the colors of the 
palm leaves are repeated. These bands 
are edged with fine black thread lace half 
an inch wide sewed to ruffle slightly. The 
same lace edges the band at the neck.

there is less rain than in the west highlands. 

It is a beautiful district whether in spring 
7 when the birches are in tender leaf and

nil with its solitude and peacé after the 
rush of court life at Lendon and Windsor. 
The prince rejoiced especially in the deer 
that eame “‘stealthily about the house” and 
with his usual] promptitude had a shot at 
them on the third day after their arrival. 
They made the ascent of Lochnagar that 
first year partly on ponies, partly on foot, 
The mountain has a Jong, sharp back end- 
ing in a peak. And in nooks by this peak 
they took their jJuncheon, 
In 1852 the princedought the estate for 
81.500 pounds. Besides Balmoral it now 
includes Birkhall, Abergeldie hele on lease, 
and the great forest of Balloch Beie, bought 
somewhat recently by the queen. It conP 
prises in all a little over 40,000 acres. 
Lo It extends along, the Dee for twelve 
° _ gniles. A publie road runs up the valley 
on both sides of the river. But after Bal- 
moral became Prince Albert’s property it 
was closed upon the south side, traffic be 
ing diverted to the north bank by a bridge 
not far from the castle gate. On the first 
arrival of the royal family they drove 
first from Aberdeen, a distance of fifty 
miles. But soon a railroad began to 
creep up the valley by degrees, threatening 
destruction to their seclusion, and was at 
last stopped at Ballater, eight miles dis- 
tant, by act of parliament. 
Views from the Castle. 


There was an old castle on the estate. 

It proved quite inadequate, however, and 

in 1853 the corner stone of a new house was 

laid. In 1855 it was ready for partial oc- 
cupancy. When the queen and prince en- 
tered it for the first time an old shoe was 
thrown in after them for good luck, in ac- 
cordance with an old highland custom. 
While the new castle was being built the 

Crimean war broke out and the price of 

materials advanced. This was very unfor- 

tuuate for the contractor. But the prince 
took the contract off his hands and paid 

Lim a good salary as overseer of the works 

ani full wages to the workmen. A fire 

aiso broke out while the castle was in 

pmcress and the workshops were burned,

Strangers are admitted to Balmoral only 
in the absence of the queen and by order. 

The ordinary visitor enters the castle bv 
the equergies’ door under the great tower. 
Here the visitors’ book is kept. The main 
entrance 1g reserved for the queen and in- 
vited guests, 

Stepping in this entrance you are ip a 

hall of moderate size. A row of 

deers’ heads confronts you from the wall. 
There is also a boar’s head, the original 
owner of which was shot by Prince Albert 
in . Just under the boar’s head is 
: fine marble bust of the queen (1867). It 
s a head of extreme dignity, though some- 
what sad in expression...” 

Opposite the entrance in a recess stands 
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a statue of Malcolm Calumore, Under 
glass on each side are presented two battle 
tlags, one from the field of Waterloo, the 
other from Sebastopol. It was while stay- 
ing here that news of tne fall of Sebasto- 
pol was teiagraphed to the queen, Under 

lass are the old colors of the Seventy-ninth 

lighlanders, “The Queen’s Own.”* In 1873 
she presented the regiment with new colors, 
and they gave the old to her. Torn with 
shot, blackened with powder, they are but 
a remnant. The beautifully embroidered 
crown and the wreatn of mingled rose, 
shamrock and thistle are intact, but little 
else. They were in the Crimean war, aud 
at the taking of Luchnow in the Indian yuu- 
tiny. 

The presentation took place at the Isle 
of Wight. and after that the title of “The 
Queen’s Own Cameron Highlanders” was 
conferred and the yellow facings of the reg- 
imental uniforms changed from yellow to 
the royal blue. 

The fireirons were a birthday gift to the 
queen from incess Louise, marchioness 
of Lorne, and are her own design, the pat- 
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. ‘When there is a Wand at the castle they 
are stationed in the great corridor at din- 
ner time. A long passage runs from the 
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corridor to the equerries’ door, and in 
the right angle so formed is the dining 
roum—an apartment of moderate size. On 
the walls are pictures in black and white. 
Engravings come to Balmoral. Water-col- 
ors go to Osborne, and oil-paintings to 
Wiudsor, 

The queen is fond of bagpipe music, and 
a piper often plays in the open air while 
she breakfasts. The queen’s present pip- 
ers are an uncle and a_ nephew. It is a 
portrait of the nephew, William Campbell, 
from Inverness, which is given here. He 
wears his court dress. The tunic is black 
velvet. The plaid and kilt are royal Stu- 
art tartan—a brilliant tartan with a great 
deal of scarlet in it. The buckles, slides, 
clasp, of sporran or pouch, the arm-guard 
and all: ornaments are solid silver. The 
jewels worn with the highland dress are 
always cairngorms, and a cairngorm will 
be observed in the shoulder brooch and also 
at the top of the dirk. To a slender silver 
chain passing over one shoulder and under 
the opposite arm is attached a silver pow- 
der horn. This is worn in accordance with 
an ancient custom, not for use. 

His shoes have double silver buckles. 
A silver crown and liea, the same that 
is on the belt buckle and sporran clasp, 
is fastened to his Glengarry cap. 

The bag of the bagpipe is blue velvet. The 
ribbons are Victoria and royal Stuart tar- 
tan, and the banneret is blue silk with the 
royal arms embroidered in gold. An ex- 
tremely beautiful dress. This young piper 
is an admirable player. 

The Castle Is Furnished in Tartans. 


West of the corridor is the drawing room 
suit—billiard room, drawing room an¢d li- 
brary. The floors of all are covered with 
carpet of royal Stuart tartan, and the win- 
dows are draped with Victoria tartan. The 
furniture of the drawing room is also uphol- 
stered wih* Victoria tartan, which has a 
good deal of white in jt. The latter is a 
handbome home-like room. There is no 
splendor. That word can apply to nothing 
at Balmoral, except to nature’s handiwork. 
Splendors are reserved for the royal palaces. 
Balmoral is a honie. 

It speaks of the highlands, too, with its 
tartans and stags’ heads. Even the well- 
worn hearth rug in the drawing room has 
a pattern of bagpipe and deer. Wood is 


| burned upon the hearths. Candles are used

tern the Scotch thistle. The short, strong 
dogs are fitted to bear up the logs of which 
the fire is always made. 

From the hall you pass into a corridor 
running across the castle. Here again are 
stags’ heads on the wall with gilt lettering 
attached to each telling where and by whom 
it was shot. 2 

In this corridor are busts of Dr. Norman 
McLeod and Principal Tulloch, of St. An- 
drews, chaplains and personal friends of 
the queen. - The bust of Dr. McLeod stands 
upon a pedestal of Balmoral granite, which 
takes a fine polish. By the staircase stands 
the marble statue of Prince Albert, by 
Theed. He is in Highland shooting dress, 
kilt, plaid and pouch: In one hand he 
holds his rifle, the other rests upon his 
collie’s head. His Glengarry cap, with its 
eagle feather, lies at his feet beside a 
clump of crumpled bracken. Upon the 
pedestal is cut: ‘‘Albert, Prince Consort, 
1861. His life sprang from a deep inner 
sympathy with God’s will; and, therefore, 
with all that is true, beautiful and good. 

Emperor Frederick’s Courting Days. 


A little way up the staircase in a recess 
is a bronze bust of the tte Emperor Fred- 
erick of Germany. A martial head, in 
expression quite different from Prince Al- 
bert’s more introspective look. His memo-

ry is closely linked with Balmoral, for it 
is here that he and the princess royal were 
betrothed. 

Some anecdotes of him survive here yet. 
At the time of their betrothal they used 
sometimes to walk down by that part of 
the estate where the cottages are. Atid 
the little cottage girls, as in duty bound, 
would drop their lowest courtesies to the 
princely pair, at which the tall young man, 
over six feet, would gravely drop a courtesy 
in return and then walk away, laughing 
over his mischief. “I mind it well,” said 
one of the little lasses now a woman. “I 
mind just how I felt. I thought he was 
too bad te make fun of our courtesies that 
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in lighting. The castle is warmed through- 
out by steam or hot-air pipes. 

In front of the drawing room fireplace 
stands a large round table with comfort- 
able chairs and couches drawn cosily about 
it. Family statuettes and photographs stand 
about—miniature photographs of the prince 
of Wales’ family when children, a group of 
the three daughters of the duke of Edin- 
burgh, small equestrain statues under glass 
of the Princess Alice and Prince Arthur 
(duke of Connaught), Beatrice and Leopold 
together, a silver statuette of the late duke 
of Clarence. There are cabinets of olive and 
darker wood; one is filled with finely chased 
caskets of gold presented to her majesty by 
Scotch municipalities. 

The library has a small collecfion of hand- 
somely bound books, and here the queen dines 
when the party is small. These three rooms 
look out upon the gardens. Many of the 
trees in the pleasure grounds were planted 
by membeTs of the family and visitors. 

the Famous Ball Koom. 


The ballroom is the center of the festive 
life of the castle. A double flight of steps 
leads to it, and there is an entrance at the 
oppisite end. When necessary a stage is 
erected in front of the steps. 

A dais at one side serves for the royal 
family when there is a tenantry ball, but 
when an opera is given, or play, the queen’s 
arm-chair is placed in front of the stage. 
The dais ig lined with mirrors. 

On the walls of the ballroom are groups 
of plaids. Scotch bonnets, dieks, skenadhus, 
pouches and claymores. 

On the floor of the smoking room is a 
carpet of hunting Stuart tartan. The same 
is used in the guest rooms, and is very hand- 
some. I fancy these tartan carpets are 
woven for royal use only, in the same way

Abergeldie castle is about two miles and 
a half from Balmoral. It is a picturesque 
old Scotch castle standing dir upon the 
Dee. In the earlier years of the queen's 
stay at Balmoral] her mother, the duchess of 
Kent, passed liér summers here. In 1879 
the poor Empress Bugenie was invited here 
for a change and quiet after the sad death 
of her son in the preceding June, 

Of late years it has been occupied by the 
prince of Wales’ family and near the south 
entrance is the great tree under which the 
children took their tea* when they were 
small. Some changes have been made in- 
side, the better to accommodate the family. 
Though at the best it is small for them 
and their retinue. A long line of carriage 
houses has served more than once for a ball- 
room, 

For the last two years, since the marriage 
of their daughter to the duke of Fife, their 
highland sojourn has been spent at Mar 
Ledge. 

Abergeldie is justly celebrated for its for- 
est beautiful drooping birches. There is 
a sohg upon “The irches-of Abergeldie,” 
wherein the bonnie lassie is invited to go ty 
the birches of Abergeldie to be rewarded 
with a gown o’ silk and a coat o’ callie- 
mankie, whatever that may be. 

Birkhall is still farther from Balmoral, 
up Glenminck. The Minck forms the boun- 
dry line up the estate to the castle. — 

irkhall is a plain, ivy-covered mansion, 
beautiful for the situation only, Here the 
duchess of Albany and her children have 
spent their summers of late. It is not equal 
to the accommodation of a large household. 
Florence Nightengale was once the guest of 
Sir James Clark here after her return from 
the Crimea, and was invited thence to Bal- 


‘moral. 


There are no farm lar.ds on Balmoral 
roper. It is largely forest. The tenant 
fasate are at-Birkhall and Abergeldie. Dr. 
Profeit is the queen’s commissioner and 
looks after the estate, but all matters are 
submitted to the queen. 

When the court is in residence Balmoral 
is a busy place a small town in itself. But 
when the court Jeaves in November it falls 


into a quiet almost oppressive.

And Therein Lies the Peculiarity of Her 
EKducation—About the Vassar Girl. 


TT 


The piano which has occupied such a 
large place in the education of the average 
college girl can only introduce a human 
being into one department of nature, that 
of sound. The piano is the mediator _be- 
tween the notes latent in all natural bodies, 
in all woods, minerals and liquids, and 
the human ear. A skillful performer 
through «the piano, can travel through all 
the intricacies of sound. She can journey 
into distant and radiant realms, and bring 
back reports that charm and cheer aud 
thrill, as no other reports do. There have 
been musicians of such deep skill and in- 
sight as, to be able to put the whole uni- 
verse into terms of music. Beethoven, with 
his piano, could translate sea and sky, 
meadow and forest, darkness and storm, 
rain and shine, atom and star, into music. 
With his piano he could ride to the bot- 
tom of the sea and to the top of the firma- 
ment. 

But the average mortal is under the ne- 
eessity of making voyages of discovery, and 
of pleasure, and of service by some other 
method of motion. ae 

With the Vassar girl the piano route is 
not the favorite, simply because she has 
sense enough to see that she can travel by 
some other way. 

The college for women has generally 
been built and run with the understanding 
that the way to lift woman in the scale of 
education was by way of music and art. 
So only about one woman in twenty has 
real tajent for music or art. It has fol- 
lowed that nineteen out of twenty of our 
girls have not secured the culture from our 
female colleges they were qualified for and 
should ‘have had. 

The Vassar girl hag had access to a 
cabinet of mineals, rocks and fossils with 
more than ten thousand specimens, besides 
models, restorations, relief maps, sections, 
landscapes, ete. She has had access to 
over four thousand different sorts of miner- 
als, carefully selected for their education- 
al value. She has a series of 
models in wood and in glass 
for illustrating crystallography, a_ series 
exhibiting the physical characteristics of 
minerals, and many duplicate specimens for 
manual use. She had access to a litho/ 
logical collection, embracing all the import- 
ant rocks, said to be about 700 in number; 
a palontological collection, containing 
nearly 5,000 fossils, from all the standard 
European localities. She has had access to 
a representatitve set of North American 
fossils, illustrating every period of geological 
history, and comprising over 3,000 speci- 
mens, each one thoroughly authenticated. 

She has had as means to conduct her 
mind through the distant past of American 
history, a valuable collection of the re 
markable vertebrae fossils of the -tertiary 
from the bad lands of Nebraska, including 
portions of gigantic mammals, also of in- 
teresting concretionary forms from the hot 
springs of South Dakota. 

In addition to all these appliances for get- 
ting an education, the Vassar girl has had 
for her use a cabinet of zoology, illustrat- 
ing all the subkingdoms, comprising about 
500 mammals, birds and _ reptiles from 
South America, representative vertebrates 
from our own country, a collection of in- 
sects, a choice collection of shells, corals 
and other radiates; a fine osteological se- 
ries; a set of Blaschka’s life-like models of 
invertebrates, and some of Auzoux’s clastic 
anatomical models for illustrating structural 
and comparative zoology. 

Some one asked me what was peculiar 
about the education of Vassar girls. I re 
plied the only peculiar thing I observed was 


that they really got educated. 
Instead of seeking an education 
mainly through thumping and  bang- 
ing on a piano, and missing all, 


except a knowledge of notes and sound. 
She sought it along all lines that led the 
mind into the secrets of God’s universe. 
Instead of forcing herself to vainly at- 
tempt to get an education by the way of 
music, when, perhaps, she had no taste or 
capacity for music. She moved along 
lines in keeping with her mental powers. 
Courses of study at Vassar are elective. 

-.ence, the students travel along many 
lines, tit each study is Intended fo lead 
the mind of the studenf into a thorough 
acquaintance with some depdrtment of 
knowledge. 

Whrt the piano does fot the music 
scholar in the average woman’s college, the 
telescope does for the student of astronomy, 
and the blow pipe for the student of chem- 
istry. Here the girls who take the course 
in astronomy learn to play on the tele 
scope. The stars are said to be meas- 
ured off in octaves. The magnitudes sus- 
tain the same relations to each other that 
the letters of the musical scale do to one 
another. This is the reason, perhaps, the 
ancients used to speak of the music of the 


spheres. Looking at av education in the 
light of an accomplishment merely, 
what can we imagine ‘more 


refining than an education in the direc- 
tion of skill in the use of a_ telescope. 
Think of an immense machine, weighing 
thousands of pounds, built into a magnifi- 
cent observatory, and so nicely balanced as 
to be thrown about in all directions by 
means of a cord no stronger than 4 string 
from a spool] of thread. Né@w, to be able 
to stand at the end of this machine and 
sweep the hexvens, determine the stars of 
different magnitudes, mark their distances 
and count them as they seem to bloom in 
the meadows of space, is an accomplish- 
ment of the most exquisite sort. Besides 
the beauty and finish it secures to culture, 
what vast and infinite stores of informa- 
tion it hy to the mind. Human thought 
is+prought into commerce with hundreds of 
millions of stars. Education really con- 
sists in learing to how learn one’s self, 
the narrow neleiborhood where one first 
sees the light, | education is meager 
or complete in proportion as one is trained 
to Make excursions from self. tan 
both. as to mind and spirit. The trouble 
with the average mortal is that hi 


é 


ma 
throng of well dressed dead beats on their 
way to nonentity and oblivion is to edu- 
cate them. Yes, educate them. Not play 
at educating them, by setting them to 
banging a piano, and putting them to get- 
ting up daubs by means of pigments, and 
canvas, and brush, and calling them paint- 
ings. The very fact that our girls have 
brains is sufficient evidence to a fair: 
minded man that she is entitled to what- 
ever of development and culture that is 
possible to give them. The presence 0 
brains in a young girl’s head is witness to 
a folded, inarticulate and invisible title 
to an estate in the republic of* thought.

MATTINGS AND RUGS, 


How to Use the Mattings and How to Make 
the Rugs. 


In buying matting 1té good 
quality. ‘ . oe 

Matting should always be bound and unless 
you are 41 expert in such matters let me 
warp you not to attempt much in the way of 
culting to fit corners. Unless you are very 
cureful you will have a frayed breadth on 
your hands which will cost more to replace 
than the price asked by the dealers for mak- 
ing and laying. Double-headed tacks, such 
as are sold expressly for the purpose, are 
the only satisfactory ones. The ord nary No. 
S bas a fashion of making its way into the 
fiber and then cutting loose. te 

Matting is not adapted for floor subjected 
tc hard wear. The poor quality will fray, 
and the fiuer grades will wear off. Wherever 
jt is used there should be a plentiful supply 
of rugs to protect it; for while worn carpet 
may be tolerated, worn mattnig has an air 
of ababby gentility. 

Soiled matting may be cleaned with a damp 
cloth, and where there are colors it is well 
to put a little salt into the water in which 
you dip the cloth. lf you have been so un- 
fortunate as to drop grease upon the matting, 
do not try ammonia or benzine or grease ex- 
tractors; you will only make the spot worse. 
sometimes brown paper and a hot iron will 
be effective, but the best eradicator is French 
ctalk and benzine. Cover the spot thick with 
the chalk and moisten by s rinkling, not 
pouring, the benzine upon it. When the ben- 
zine has evaporated, brusb off the chalk, and 
lo! the spot Das vanished also! 

Summer time, with its bare floors and color- 
less matting, is when rugs are most needed. 
Here, then, is a hint which some women 
may be abie i? use. it is more than probable 
the house holds an old, worn ingrain carpet, 
rolled away somewhere. If this needs brush- 
ing, brush it. Then cut into strips in inch 
wide, being careful not to cut across the 


warp, backstich the stripes together and 
Ben them © a weaver of r carpets 
with instructions as to the lengths you de- 


sire woven, and the injunction to use the 
best warp possible. lf you think it too much 
trouble to cut and sew the strips, the weaver 
will doubtless do that work also, for a trifle. 

You will receive some handsome, thick 
rugs which those who do not know the se. 
cret will think closely alifed to “urkish. The 
effect, where the original carpet was of a 
bright color, is realy charming, and you have 
the satisfaction of ordering just such lengths 
as suit your needs, for a bay window, or in 
front of a sofa, or a bed. 

These rugs which, by the way, will not 
answer for stair carpets, as they are too stiff 
and thick, will last indefinitely. Some in my 
gwn house have been in use four years and 
are still good.

In his sketh of the rise and progress of 
the universities of Europe, Mr. Comp —s 
has chosen as his initial point the life of 
the famous Abelard, a man, who, by his 
singular and erratic genius, first set in mo- 
tion the movements which resulted in tho 
preservation and growth of popular knowl- 
eige in an age when instruction was almost 
exclusively the privilege of the church and 
ignorance the natural heritage of the peo- 
ple.

indicating a feeling of indisposition on the part of the~ 


spinners to buy the raw material in the face of the 
present condition of affairs in London, and our cables 
tell us that the market wns affected unfavorably by 
fears of disturbances in American and English finan- 
cial circles. The papers are filled with pessimistic ar- 
ticles regarding the condition of affairs, and it exerts 
a depressing influenve upon the market. . In the face of 
the unfavorable advices from Liverpool our market has 
shown wonderful steadiness today, declining at the 
opening some 2@3 points and closing steady at quota- 
tions practically the same for this crop and a shade 
easier for the next. No change is to be noted in the 
pessimistic feeling that rules in every branch of com- 
merce, and the cotton trade is no exception to this con- 
dition. It seems impossibls tor any one to look upon 
the future of cotton except as forecasting a further de- 
cline in the price of an article already selling at a very 
low price. Though many of the conservative houses 
refuse to follow in this wave ofdepression which seems 
to be govering all transactions, their influence is sim- 
ply nogative, and until some positive factors are de- 
veloped, either by an increased demand from English 
or American spinners or poor crop advices, it seoms 
likely that the market wili remain quiet and steady 
with a limited range of fiuctuations. Our dispatches 
from New Orleans and Memphis today state that with- 
out further rainfall the river is not expected to break 
through its levees. The Financial Chronicle, in its re- 
view of the dry goods trade, says that the improve- 
ment in the, weather conditions has started up a de- 
cidedly good Semand in the retail trade, and that the 
jobbers, too, are feeling some effects of the change, 
more buyers being around and the demand being more 
general tban for some days past. Occasioaally orders 
come to hand, but they are not frequent enough to sug- 
gest any well defined departure by »uyers from the 
cautious policy pursued by them. The market gener- 
ily cannot be reported any better than a week ago, 
neither is it any worse, and in view of late experiences 
a stationary period may be looked upon as some- 
thing gained. 


J. 8. Bache & Co.'s Cotton Letter. 
NEW YOFK, May,i3—This morning’s session was 
again ‘ull and featureless. The disappointing Liver- 
pool brought out some cotton for sale, which was taken 
by the shorts. The Chronicle this morning quoted 
prospects in Texas as. favorable, and reports too much 
rain and cold weather in the other states. There is 
little chance of improvement unless the crop reports 
should be very poor. The bears are very aggressive, 
and sell on every raily, while the bulls seem to have 
lost all confidence. It is‘ likely, under the weight of 
stocks, prices will dwindle down until their relative 

cheapness will attract the attention of investors.

has the work gone on from day to day that 
no one knew when it was completed. It is 
known to but few that Alec Stephens stands 
once more at the threshold of his old cher- 
ished homestead. So modestly have the 

. members of the local committee pursued 
' ¢the work of building the monument, that 
‘they surprise the world with the sudden in- 

vitation to come on the 24th of this month 

and see it unveiled to the admiring eyes of 
all men. It has been studiously kept out 
of the newspapers until now, and now it is 

a sensation, not only here in Crawfordville, 

but, likewise also throughout the state. 

The good people of this pretty little Geor- 
gia town are wild with enthusiastic gratifi- 
cation and delight. The monument is still 
covered with canvas and makes a ghostly 
icture on the green hill from the town, 
ut morning, noon and night the villagers 
stand about its base in quiet little groups; 
sometimes raising up the covering to read 
the inscriptions thereupon; sometimes climb- 
Ing higher still to look with fast beating 
hearts into the kind eyes of the diminutive 
aan of statesmanship who stands in mar- 

le image upon the shaft. Old men with 
faltering feet, fast tottering to the grave, 
go there to stand for hours in serious con- 
templation Of the marble picture of their 

end, so cold and soulless to them now. 

Young men—many of whom received their 

jtart in life by the Georgian’s generous hand 

with the bloom of youth tingling in their 
veins, go there to “sigh for a touch of a van- 
ished hand.” Throngs of ‘little school 
thildren—how its great koxr;, went out to 
achool children—are aiways «around the 
monument,their little souls taking in the 
full inspiration of the first and best lesson 
os southern citizenship their mind will ever 
ow.

With touching little incidents to recall in 
her old heart, there is no wonder that Aunt 
’Liza’s big red handkerchief makes fre 
quent visits to her tearful eyes with the 
statue there to make those recollections all 
the more vivid. 

And such are the scenes enacted at the 
foot of Alec Stevens’s monument before ft 
is uncovered fairly. It is the one theme in 
Crawfordville. Big, little, old, yqung, rich, 
poor—all are talking of the statue and look- 
ing forward with eager anticipation to the 
day it will be unveiled, the 24th instatnt. 
A Memorial Day. 


It will be a memorable day in Georgia. 
Ex-Senator T. M. Norwood, af Savannah, 
has been chosen to deliver the address that 
day and has accepted the invitation. 

It could not have been more fit and proper 
that the monument should be unveiled just 
at this season of the year. Liberty HafN, 
an attractive old southern homestead in the 
rudeness of its natura] beauty at all times, 
is at its best in May. The lawn is so green 
all down the hillside that it’is almost black 
and the white marble and granite show off 
in brilliant contrast on the background of the. 
verdant slope. The fragrant honeysuckle 
climbs all over the great gate at the foot of 
the hill: and dispels its perfume for yards 
and feet around, while the sweet-scented 
flowers of the China trees further up the 
hill are falling in profusion on the lawn 
and in little waves of purple and blue are 
blown by the breeze about the base of the 
monument and over the grave of the la- 
mented son of Georgia. 

The monument stands midway the gravel 
walk that leads from the gate up to the 
house. It is at the foot of the grave, for 
when the body of Mr. Stephens was removed 
from the vault in Atlanta to Liberty Hall 
it was laid to its final rest beneath the 
green lawn that slopes down from the ve 
threshold of his old house and home. 
simple little railing-has been its only adorn- 
ment until the handsome monument came. 

Deacription of the Monument. 


The Stephens monument is a fhost satis- 
factory piece of art. The granite work was 
done by Theodore Markwalter, the sculptor, 
of Augusta, and the figure was sculptured 
in Italy. The whole thing is nearly eighteen 
feet high. Three sloping ganite bases form 
the foundation, On these rest a handsome 
body of the monument decorated with 

yreathes, laurels and inscriptions and on 
‘this body rests the statue of Stephens. 

It represents him in his prime, not as 
the cripple of later years. e is standing 
with his face to the gate, one hand resting 
upon two books on a table and the other

Thousands of Georgians will gather at 
the base of Alec Stephens’s monument in 
Crawfordville gn the 24th instant, 

There is nowhere in the state today a spot 
half so interesting as this. Beautiful in 
its flowers, bright and gay; cool and shady 
beneath the shadow of its stalwart oaks, 
simple withal, the old place has an air of 
peace and quietude hovering over it that 
would inspire even a stranger with the real- 
ization that it is a place of sacred memories, 

The old house is just the same as when

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GOVERNOR GLARKE’S GRAVE. 
A Distinguished Georgian Lies Under the 
Oaks of Florida. 


‘Overlooking the waters of St. Andrew’s 
bay, on the west coast of Florida, stauds a 
monument to probably the only chief magis- 
trate of this state who lies buried beyond 
its borders. Sixty-three years ago General 
John Clarke, twice governor of Georgia, 
died in Florida and was interred there. 
Three years later a shaft was erected to 
his m@mory and now the moss, suspended 
from the great live oak trees around, 
forms a canopy for the stone. Few Geor- 
gians could tell where the ex-governor’s 
grave is. The very fact that he removed 
from the state of his adoption has probably 


ey 
Nere/ 
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escaped many Georgians of today. In his 
time General’ Clarke was a figure in this 
state. He was a strong partisan and all 
through his political career he had strong 
antagonisms and as strong supporters. 

A photograph of the grave and the monu- 
ment was received a few days ago by 
Captain John Milledge from Captain rank 
Philips, a former student at the Georgia 
Military institute. Captain Phillips has a 
summer home on St. Andrew’s bay and he 
writes that on the adjoining lot is this mon- 
ument. He rightly thought that the rela- 
tives of the ex-governor would be glad to 
know of the existence of the shaft. A year 
or so ago some relatives from Kansas were 
here and sought information about the 
general, but with what success is pot 
known. 

He was a native of North Carolina, but 
his father, General Elijah Clarke, removed 
to Wilkes county, Georgia, when John was 
a lad. The son was sent to school in North 
Carolina, but did not remain long, for at 
the age of fourteen he joined a scouting 
party to go against the tories. He was 
lieutenant of a militia company at sixteen 
and soon after was captain. He fought at 
the siege of Augusta under his father, 
General Clarke, and at the battle of Jack’s 
creek in 1787 distinguished himself. He 
was only twenty-one then. This was a 
battle with the Indians who had committed 
murders in and around what is now Walton 
county. The company did not find the 


band they set out to look for, but they 


came across another on the way to the 
settled section. These Indians were gur- 
prised while at dinner and they were routed 
with heavy Ioss. 

Clarke was elected brigadier and then 
major general by the legislature of Georgia 
and toward the close of the second war 
with Great Britain was appointed by Gov- 
ernor Early commander of forces for tHe 
defense of the sea cgast. Governor Gilmer 
gives an interesting sketch of General 
Clarke in “Georgians,” but, like most of 
Governor Gilmer’s sketches, it is severe. 
Governor Gilmer’ had a falling out with 
General Clarke and says that ever after 
the latter never forgave him unless perhaps 
in his last years. As Governor Gilmer 
tells the story, General Clarke Was passing 
through Lexington. where Governor Gil- 
mer lived thes, Gilmer says that he was 
a bachelor and he went to the hotel to call 
on the general’s pretty daughter. The gen- 


eral’ met him and invited him in to a chat 


with himself. Pretty soon the general made 
some reflection against one of the state 
officials. Governor Gilmer thought that 
he was probably richt in the charge. Then 
the general, gratified at this, brought a 
charge against William H. Crawford, who 
was in the United States senate and with 
whom, at one time, he had fought a duel. 
Gilmer prompcly said that he thought the 
reflection against Crawford was unjust. 
Then there was a silence for a few minutes 
and, perceiving that he had: offended, Gil- 
mer retired. That was the only time they 
_ had a personal talk and it did not last 
ong. 

General Clarke was 
twice, beating oup. 

In 1827 the ex-governor was appointed 
keeper of the public forests of Florida by 
President Andrew Jackson. He removed 
to Florida and. on a comfortable salary. 
passed his last years there. General Clarke 
made friends with all his old opponents 
in his last years except Crawford. Govern- 
or Gilmer says that when Clarke went to 
Florida he was hospitable and kind to ey- 
erybody who went into his neighborhood. 
He was brave, firm and patriotic. An oil 
painting of General Clarke hangs in the 
state library.

He Also Announces His Decision 


“Against Bascom Myrick. 
COL. LIVINGSTON AND THE POSTOFFICE8 


He Has a Talk with Mr. Maxwell—An- 
other Man Gset Colonex Thanhaus- 
er’e Piace—Other Gossip. 


Washington, May 18.—(Special .)—The 
knife is almost ready to drop upon Mr. 
Ruck’s official neck. At noon today Judge 
Crisp went to the white house for the pur- 
pose of making a final statement to the 
president urging the marshal’s removal at 
enee. Secretary Smith and Congressman 
(harley Moses accompanied him. Al! three 
urged immediate action stating that if writ- 
ten charges were necessary they could be 
placed on file at once. ‘The president prom- 
isel to take the matter up at once and 
make the removal. He was some 
what embarrassed as ta who to appoint, 
but was inclined to Colonel Renfroe, whom 
he knew to be a most excellent man. But, 
said the president, “the senators are for 


another man.” 
After several minutes’ chat on the sub- 


ject, Messrs. Smith and Moses retired, al 
lowing Judge Crisp to remain to discuss 
other matters, but all left with the under- 
standing that he president would act with- 
out unnecessary delay. If there is any de- 
lay it will be because the president is un- 
decided in the matter of a sucessor. He is 
ready to remove Buck the moment he de- 
cides. Judge Crisp told him the most im- 
portant matter to the people was to get rid 
of Buck. Either of the applicants was 
ell qualified. 
The president's inclination towards Ren- 
froe has caused many to believe he will be 
appointed though that is by no means cer- 
tain. 
Mr. Myrick Turned Down. 

The president had a long talk with Judge j 
Crisp about Mr. Myrick’s case. Upon an 
sdditional examination of the files of Mr. 
Myrick’s aper made yesterday, — Mr. 
Quincy found several matters which he 
reported to the president. One of the 
statements charged Mr. Cleveland with 
being a republican on all other questions 
except the tariff. Another accused him of

>» Countryman Seeks Revenge for Money 
Stolen from Him. 


Brooklyn, N. Y., May 13.—George Phil- 
lips, a green-goods man, was shot this 
evening and it is believed fatally wounded 
by a man named Joseph Hall, who came 
here from Ste@eliton, Pa., for the purpose 
of buying $10,000 of counterfeit money 
which he believed could be passed without 
detection. The shooting closely resembles 
the celebrated Davis-Halland bunco case 
in New York of a few yenrs ago in which 
the sharper was shot by the mar whom he 
intended to victimize.

The countryman, after 
vainly trying to find Wagner. returned to 
the restaurant where Phillips had his 
brother in tow. Joseph pamies out a pistol 
and after saying he would get revenge out 
of Phillips if he could not out of Wagner, 
shot the bunco man in the groin, inflicting 
a wound which is believed will result fatally, 
The Hall brothers are in jail, but Wagner 
has not been arrested.

New Features Every Day—The Austrian 
Archduke to Have a Novel Exhib- 
it—The Sunday Question.

Chicago, May 13.—When the gates were 
- thrown open at the world’s fair this morn- 
ing, the prospects for a large attendance 
were anything but promising. A_ chilly 
wind was blowing, the atmosphere was 
damp and dull, and leaden-hued clouds 
overcast the skies. But the threatening 
unpleasant weather did not seem to frighten 
the visitors. They began to arrive early, 
and as the day advanced the arrivals in- 
creased at the rate of geometrical progr2s- 
sion until it began to look as if the last 
day of the second week of the fair was 
to be the banner day up to date. Towards 
noon the wind died away, the dismal clouds 
shifted and the sun came out, and before 
night it was estimated that there were 
from 40,000 to 60,000 visitors on the 
grounds. A feature was the number of 
school ehildren who visited the fair today. 
It was their regular weekly holiday, and 
thousands of them took advantage of it by 
— in the great exhibition at Jackson 
ark. 
: A good deal of interest is being taken in 
the number of visitors have piid ad- 
mission daily since it started, as compared 
to the attendance during the similar period 
at the centennial at Philadelphia. ‘The 
daily attendance authoritatively furnished 
by the bureau of admissions shows that al- 
ready it is much larger than that of the 
Centennial at the commencement of the 
season.

A new attraction will soon be completed 
at the world’s fair. It is the production of 
two historical streets in Vienna as they 
appeared 200 years ago under the reign 
of Emperor Charles V. They are Graben 
street and Bogner gasse, with the old town 
hall. It is being built under the auspices 
of Archduke Louis Victor, a brother of the 
present emperor. The buildings will be 
fillal with historic relics and works of art 
from Austria. 

The national commissioners had a lively 
session today. he chief topie for discus- 
sion was the action of the local directors 
regarding the opening of the fair Sun- 
days. The question came up when Sec- 
retary Jidmunds, of the local directory, 
came in with a message from President 
Higginbotham containing a report of the 
action on the Sunday question taken by the 
directors at a meeting last night. Com- 
missioner Burton, of Kansas, moved to re- 
fer the report to the committee on judi¢ia- 
ry. A dong wrangle followed. Commi 
sioner St. Clair led the opposition to this 
action and in a spirited speech talked of 
calling upon President Clevelaud, if neces- 
sary, to enforce the mandate of congress. 
He held that the only way the gates could 
be lawfully opened was for the ‘nationad 
commissioners and the local Mrectors each 
to pass a joint resolution repealing the rule 
forbidding the opening of the fair on Sun- 
days. After a dozen or more commis- 
sioners had expressed their views the mat- 
ter was referred to the committee on judici-

A Grand Tlluminatton. 


The “White City’ was transformed to- 
night into a city of rainbow tints. The 
plans for fhe first complete illumination 
were completed this morning and the spec- 
tacle far surpassed anything of the sort 
ever seen. Nearly all the visitors who 
came out during the day remained for this 
evening’s display and many more came 
out on the evening trains, so that the at- 
tendance of the day was almost doubled. 

_ At 38 o'clock the plaza east of the admin- 
istration building and the promenades 
around the great basin were black with 
people. At that hour the lowa state 
band, at the west entrance of the manu- 
facturers and lidwtal art building, began 
to play. At the same time a band from 
Cincinnati began to play over by the music 
hall, and another near the north entrance 
of the agricultural building. As the bands 
began to play the electrie lights flashed out 
as if by magic and the whole made one feel 
as if in fairy land. Flashes of light swept 
along the eaves of the grand buildings 
that line the beautiful main basin. From 
the arch of the imposing peristyle and the 
Statues and figures of animals elec- 
trical sparks shot in tiny threads ofacol- 
ored flame. The magnificent fountain, 
with its figures carved as ff in- marble, 
threw faint ribbons of spray through a 
mist of rainbow tints and viransformed the 
cascade into a restless stairway of amethyst 
and gold. Threads of light shone through 
a film of purple and pearl and silver, end 
drove away the shadows that lay pon the 
even surface of the lagoon. The electtical 
fountains on either side of the great cen- 
tral fountain sparkled with rubies, garrets, 
agate and pearls. The scheme of operat- 
ing the electrical fountains is to «ast rain- 
bow hues over the great central fountain 
and ag the colored lights flashed out from 
them they formed a prismatic Lackground 
for the colored searchlights that were rurn- 
ed upon the head of the basin and the 
administration building from she mannu- 
facturers’, electrical and agricultural bvild- 
ings. The gilt dome of the administration 
building was studded with electrical gems 
of rich tones of color and the effect viewed 
from the west front of the peristyle was as 
gorgeous as an oriental dream.

THE SOCIAL DEMOCRACY VERY STRONG 


They Will Hold Their Own if Not 
Make Great Gains. 


SECOND BALLOTS WILL BE NECESSARY 


Ina Great Many Districts—The Reichstag 
Will Meet and Hear the Emperor’s 
Speechand Adjourn Until Fsll. 


Berlin, May, 13.—The first week of the 
electoral struggle ends without any of the 
parties knowiug where-they. stand, and with- 
out any of them having anything like relia- 
ble data fromm which to-forecast the result 
of the contest for members of the reichstag. 
The leaders of the sociai democracy alone 
seem to retain a thorough grip upon tueir 
They have tonight one hun- 
dred and forty-two candidates iu the field 
and can reasonabty hope to secure fifty- 
five seats, a gain of nineteen seats over the 
number held by the party in the last reich- 
stag. From the unprecedented number of 
candidates appearing, it will be impossible 
for the results of the first day’s polling on 
June 15th, to decide the great issue and It 
is expected that the vote on that day will 
not certainly establish the political charac- 
ter of the new house. As is well known, 
the successful candidate requires. & mlajori- 
ty over all his opponents, and the lirge 
number of men seeking election and re-elec- 
tion in the various constituencies will make 
the requisite majority hard to obtain in 
many cases, It 1s thought that over one 
pupnured second ballots will.be uecessary to 
decide questions of election, and it is, there- 
fore, highly probable that the end of sumimer 
will have been reached before the house is 
finally consutyted, 

jt 1s doubttul, whatever may be the re- 
suit of the election, whether tue reichstag 
will even then be convened for business. 
lt is more likely that it will meet only to 
hear the emperor’s speech opening the ses- 
sion, and then adjourn to the usual period 
vf opening in Cctober, 

In the meantime, it is evident that the 
parties will be reconstituted on platforms 10 
which the army bill will have almost a sec- 
ondary place. ‘lhe foremost planks in the 
conservative platform already decidea upon 
are protection and bimetallism, 

in the absence of recognized party lead- 
ers and a party manifesto, some members of 
the center party will figure as influential 
democratic Catholics, Dr. Sigel, a rabid 
anti-Kussian, will stand for election in Mu- 
nieh, as a Catholic democrat, and his pro- 
gramme ig undoubtedly a significant feat- 
ure of the campaign as regards south Ger- 
many. Each party seems determined to 
expend every available resource in contest- 
ing distriats, where it has the greatest 
chance of success; indeeed, in many in- 
stances candidates will stand in distrcts 
where success appear impossible, 

The centrists will contest every district, 
although they know the Catholic voters 
are certain to be swamped by the immense 
preponderance of the freisinnige and so- 
cialists votes. In some constituencies each 
of the eight recognized parties has a candi- 
date in the field. 

The centritst are further implicated by 
class interests which are demanding atten- 
tion. The agrarian league demands spe- 
cial pledges befgre giving its support to 
candidates: the trading guilds insist upon 
heing heard, and the anti-semites, bimetal- 
lists and a host of faddists are making a 
turmoil which will not cease until the first 
day’s balloting clears the atmosphere and 
brings into prominence the gram princi- 
ples at stake. The retirement of Count 
von Ballestrem and other centrist leaders, 
is under consideration. The bulk_of the 
party shrinks from the prospect of Dr. Lie- 
ber becoming the leader of the party. Un- 
der him the democratic evolution party 
would proceed at full pressure. The aris- 
tocratic element of the party view such a 
prospect with dismay. 

‘Dr. Lieber’s recent declaration that he 
was a Prussian against hi will and his 
attacks on the monarchial:principle as rep- 
resentated in Emperor William, have made 
it impossible for him to be recognized as 
chief of a united center party. 

The two wings of the freisinnige party 
have started in with opposing canddates in 
Berlin and emwewhere. The provincial 
freisinnige organizations, however, gener- 
allv support Herr Eugene Richter, the lead- 
ervef the faction known as the radical peo- 
ple’s party. The government organs care- 
fully reproduce the reports in French pa- 
pers as to how France is rejoiced at the re- 
jection of the army bill, adding sinister ru- 
mors regarding the designs of the French 
government. They also publish doubtful 
telegrams from Strasburg reporting that the 
French garrisons along the frontier have al- 
ready been or are being re enforced, and that 
the granting of furloughs .to.all French 
soldiers and _ officere has been stopped. 
The alarm which these organs profess to 
feel has not spread among the people. 
Every one knows that the rejection has 
neither dimfnished the defensive strength 
of the triple alliance nor-added to France’s 
power of offensiveness. : 

Outside of Chancellor von Caprivi’s or- 
gans, the idea is ridiculed that France and 
Russia will attack Germany because the 
reichstag refused to grant all the govern- 
ment demanded. 

The annual Berlin art exhibition wil 
be opened to the public tomorrow.

IT WAS A VERY HARD, TOUGH RIDE, 


And Its Accomplishment Was a Splendid 


Feat—How the Two Riders Came to 


Decide on Its Ending. 


Mr. E. M. Durant reached Atlanta yes 
terday afternoon on ‘his return from the fa- 


| mous bicycle ride to Chicago. He is in fine 


health and spirits and has some wonderful 
tales to tell of experiences and scenes along 
the route from Atlanta to the Windy City. 
Mr. Durant expressed considerable sur- 
prise at the statements which have appeared 
in the Atlanta papers since the conclusion 
of the race. 
“The truth of the matter is,” he said to 
a Constitution reporter, “no sooner had Mr. 
Howard and myself gotten fairly started 
than we saw that it would be folly to make 
a breakneck run half-way across the conti- 
nent. Besides this, I soon discovered that 
I was at a tremendous disadvantage in being 


The two of them could travel night and day 
as they chose, while I, being by myself, had 
to get along as best I could and it is not 
a pleasant sensation to say the least of it 
to go through a wild and unfamiliar country 
at night alone. At Chattanooga we asr 

to take things easy until the last day's run, 
when we would make a straight away race 
of it to the finish. 

“Thus it happened that the night before 
reaching Chicago we slept about a hundred 
miles away. We knew that next day we 
would finish. That last day’s run was one 
to be remembered. The roads were I{n a ter- 
rible fix and where the beds were deep in 
pitchy mud there were ruts a foot deep 
and it was impossible to run over them. So 
we took the railroad track and bumped along 
at the rate of nearly fifteen miles an hour 
over crossties for nearly a hundred miles. 
I knew that Howard was just ahead of 
me, and finally just as we got into the sub- 
urps of the city I overtook him and saw 
him dismount. He was completely exhausted 
and I was in little, if any, better fix. 1 rode 
past where I saw him dismount for a square 
and then, knowing that I had him beat, 
as I had two hours more time than he, 
I turned back and went into the eating 
house where he was. We sat there for a 
while and then mounted our wheels and 
started for the Columbia hotel, fifteen miles 
away across the city. 

“There was one thing which had wor- 
ried us all along. We kept getting news 
that great bags of money were being wagered 
on the race. Now I have no desire to pose 
as a race horse or a fighting cock or any 
other sort of sporting character. When we 
left it was understood that the race was 
merely a friendly contest and the purse of 
$150 was merely an incidental feature to 
cover expenses. A man, in my opinion, would 
be a fool who would und@rtake such a ride 
)merely for the money there might be in it, 
especially when the largest sum to be gained 
was $100. We found, however, that by the 
time We were well away from Atlanta peo- 
ple regarded us as two riders out for the 
stuff and professed some curiosity to see 
a man who would work that hard for $100. 
This , in addition to the faet 
that we were being made the occasion for a 
picnic for the tin horn sports had been 
going against our grain all along and we had 
spoken of it repeatedly. So while rolling 
through the streets of Chicago I proposed to 
Howard that we violate some technical 
point in the contract and thereby rob the 
race of any sporting character which it might 
have assumed. The race was practically 
over. We were both utterly exhausted. 
Both of my ankles were swollen and were 
paining me a great deal and Mr. Howard 
was pegging along by sheer force of grit, 
being hardly able to keep his wheel in the 
track. We talked the matter over — and 
agreed to take a street car for the hotel, 
which was nearly fifteen miies ahead of us, 
though we were a long way within the city 
limits. I had won the race. Mr. Howard 
himself will admit this, because there can 
be no refuting it and it seemed to me that 
my friends could have nothing to say against 
me when my sole object in tgking the car 
was to rob the contest of its gambling fea- 
tures. It was a rather humiliating idea 
to think of having worked as hard as we 
had worked and of sticking to the letter of 
the agreement to the last article merely to 
enable a lot of sporting characters to sit at 
home and bet on us like they would on a 
horse race. Those who were not betting 
could have no objection whatever to make, 
because the race had been run and won. 
We were inside the city limits and to all 
practical intents and purposes it was over. 

“This appeared so reasonable to both of 
us that we agreed to it and that is how it 
happened that we walked into the hotel 
arm in arm. I can s@e no reason why any 
fair-minded person should raise a kick about 
it and as for those who were betting I do 
not care if they were disappointed. They 
lost nothing and therefore have no just cause 
to complain. Besides this, it was agreed to 
by Mr. Howard and myself, and, that being 
the case, I fail to see what right those who 
had nothing to do with getting it up have 
to complain that we did not keep an agree- 
ment which was made between us as in- 
dividuals. 

‘This is the whole story and I think after 
reading this account a fair-minded person 
will say that we did right. There was no 
hippodrome about it and I won the race 
fairly and squarely, as any one who can 
count time will be bound to admit. Mr. 
Howard will certainly admit that I beat him 
and will corroborate my statement that 
the departure from the contract for the last 
few miles was made for the purpose above 
explained.” 

Mr. Durant is looking remarkably well 
after his long run. Except for a sunburnt 
skin he appears to be in as good shape as 
when he left, the only indication of the se- 
vere physical strain under which he has 
labored, being a slight limp due to his ankles, 
which are still somewhat sore. He has a 
“sige deal to say of his wheel, which he says 

e would just as soon have as a new One, 
as the long run did not hurt it and after 


the trip he would not part with it for a 
great deal. 

Mr. Durant sticks firmly to the fact that 
the race was not a draw; that he got there 
two hours ahead of Mr, Howard, and that, 
considered merely as a contest from Atlanta 
to Chicago without any regulation as to a 
specific point in Chicago to which to ride, 
the race is his. He says it was within his 
genet to ride to the Columbia hotel if he had 

esired to do so; ‘that his object in not doing 
80 was to disappoint the gambling element, 
and that as a race from the city limits of At- 
lanta to the city limits of Chicago, without 
any minor specifications as to particular 
points of start and finish, hé won. This, he 
says, should satisfy everybody who was in- 
terested in the race merely as a race without 
making it an opportunity for gambling. 
From his way of looking at it his argument 
is a very. fair one and he is perfectly content 
to rest with having won the race as he did

These facts should be brought before 
the public and the country at large. 
The story of Atlanta’s rise and progress 
told in every corner of the republic 
would draw enterprise and capital here, 
and the money spent in telling it would 
be well invested. 

St. Louis has raised a fund to adver- 
tise the city, and it will pay. Atlanta 
cannot afford a picayune policy in a 
matter of so much importance.' We 
Should maintain a bureau of informa- 
tion and make every proper effort to 
draw skill, enterprise and capital in 
this direction. We need manufacturing 
industries more than we need stores 
and warehouses. ' 


The Railroads and the People. 

The railroad problem is one of the 
most important questions now before 
the people. 

It is an indisputable fact that the rail- 
roads of Georgia and of the south are 
not prosperous. Receivers are in charge 
of about two-thirds of their mileage, 
and the widows and orphans whose 
funds, under the sanction of the state, 
have been invested in such property, 
see nothing before them but misfortune. 

We have recently printed the views 
of many prominent citizens, railroad 
men, merchants, farmers and others 
concérning this problem, and we pro- 
pose to continue these letters until 
something definite is developed. Un- 
doubtedly, the railroads are in a bad 
fix, but it is difficult to get to the bot- 
tom of the trouble and find out exactly 
what is the matter. 

Possibly hard times and overproduc- 
tion and a sparse population have same- 
thing to do with all this, but the com- 
plaint is also made that hostile legisla- 
tion has a good deal to do with it. It 
is a big problem, and we do not pre- 
tend to lay down any positive pdlicy 
that will settle it. 

Railroads transact %h immense vol- 
ume of business, but it does not-follow 
that they find it profitable. Some roads 
pay well and some lose all the time. 

It is a question for the people to dis- 
cuss and decide. Statistics show that 
the majority of railroads, after paying 
their heavy expenses, make nothing. It 
is also in evidence that in some states 


the popular hostility to railroads has 


cut dewn their profits until they are run 
at a loss, and hence they fall into the 
hands of receivers. 

It is to be hoped that there will be 
no unreasonable opposition to railroads, 
simply because they are corporations. 
They are very important factors of en- 
terprise and industry, and should be en- 
couraged rather than discriminated 
against. Here in Georgia, with an ad- 
mirable railroad commission, we do not 
see why the railroads should not pros- 
per. Still, it must be admitted, that 
something is wrong, and we want to 
find out exactly what itis. From time 
to time we have printed the views of 
leading men of every class concerning 
this problem, and this morning we give 
space to others in regard to the matter. 

We do ndt pretend to say just what 
is wrong, but we are going To the bot- 
tom of the question, if we can. Our 
farmers, merchants and railroad men 
shall speak out in oiir columns until we 
get at something definite.

Here was a man who could not compete 
with the malodorous chromo, the ready- 
tiade crayon, and the cheap reproductions 
that pour from the machines of modern 
art. Here was an artist, with all the 
graces of a gentleman, with a soul as sen- 
sitive and as shrinking as a woman, unable 
to keep his household gods together, because 
he could not surrender his art to cheap- 
ness. His fittle children in the Home for 
the Friendless, his wife ill in a hospital, 
himself wretched and miserable—martyrs 
all stretched out on the rack in the middle 
of this Christian city. ma

Whilé the people generally may not beilere 
in the old-time fatalist doctrine that 
‘what jis to be, will be,”” they 
are coming . readily to a point of 
agreement, concerning the financfal situation 
and the matter of tariff legislation, that what 
is to be done should be done at once. It was 
urged that ‘‘the business interests’’ stood in 
the way of an extra session, in that hasty 
action would have had an unsettling effect. 
There has been no hasty action, but there has 
been no lack of unsettling effect. The business 
interests are now clamoring for something— 
auything, so that it is definite, and so that 
they will have a certain basis on which to 
rest their calculations for the future. The - 
masses of the people demanded an extra ses- 
sion two months ago, and now they are join- 
ed by the capitalists and manufacturers.

Un- 
certainty is unsettling the price of manufac- 
tured goods, and the products of many of our 
large institutions are being stored away, pur- 
chasers waiting for cheaper prices when tariff 
reform opens our ports to European Industry. 
It is uncertainty which is doing this work of 
destruction, and the republican Neros are 
fiddling while Rome burns. Professional repub- 
can leaders are chuckling among themselves 
at what they consider to be the alarming em- 
barrassment of the democratic administra- 
tion. They don’t want an extra session ana 
they don’t want the democrats to redeem 
their pledges, when congress does meet, 
whether it be soon or late. They are ready to 
reinforce any element of party antagonism, 
of any obstructing minority whose purpose ié 
the overthrow of any of the pledges of the 
democratic platform. 

But President Cleveland has announced tbat 
he will call an extra session, probably for 
September. What a pity that it is not for 
May, and more the pity that its work is noe’ 
now nearly two months under way, by having 
been begun with the bloom of the administra.

The president has closed his doors aginst 


‘the office seeker and has issued a proponcia- 


mento stating in effect that he must gét down 
to business and that he cannot do it if con 
stantly besieged by office seekers. The prest- 
dent is right, and it was agains¢ a custom 
which tolerated such an anomalous condition 
that the writer protestéd in a letter published 
in these columns some two weeks ago. The 
president should have littie, or nothing, to 
do with the office seekers, for he should have 
enough confidence in his cabinet to leave the 
matter of appointments, belonging to the dif- 
ferent departments, to the heads of the re- 
spective departments. Whether or not this is 
to be done, the country has cause for con- 
gratulation in the fact that the doors of the 
white house have been closed to the army of 
eager aspirants, who have been besieging 
the capital for two months. This means, of 
course, that the president intends to devote 
his attention to the preliminaries of financial 
and tariff legislation, and it is earnestly to be 
nenee that the serious meditation which he

Substantially all that was repeated in the 
charter of 1701.. Her constitution of 1776 
authorized by all the ‘‘worship of Almighty 
Goi. according to the dictates of their own 
conselences and understanding,’’ forbade any 
taxation for any place of worship or ministry, 
and forbade depriving any who acknowledge 
“the being of God” of any civil right as a 
citizen on account of “his religious sentiments 
or pecullar modes of worship,’ etc. Guaran- 
tees of religious freedom were repeatedin all 
subsequent constitutions of that state, but 
with thelr details we are not now dealing. 

In 1817 it was held by one of her courts that 
Mr. Greene, a Methodist local preacher, could 
not be made to serve in a civil office (notwith- 
standing there was no statutory exemption 
upon the ground that his ‘duty as a minister 
was higher’’ than to serve in the civil office 
to which he had been appcinted. In that 
ease the fudge held that the law of Penasyl- 
vania guaranteed “liberty te al, Dut prefer- 
ence to none; equal privi'eces to the mitred 
bishop and the unadorned friend.” 

In 1824 the supreme court of Pennsylvania 

* decided the case of Vedegraph, holding that

Pennsylvania’s constitution of 1838 repeated 
the guarantee above stated, and declared that 
no religious qualification for office should be 
required, except a belief<in God, and in a 
future state of rewards and punishments.

Hinton’s test her Christianity had been con- 
stantiy decreasing, but that was the state of 
her law when the supreme court of the United 
States in 1844 held that Pennsylvania was a

A STRANGE EVANGELIST. 


A man has a very peculiar feeling creep- 
ing over him when he meets face to face in 
the living flesh a person who is so notoriously 
dead that there can be no reasonable doubt 
about it. 

This was my experience some years ago 
} when I went to hear John Smith, the evan- 
gelist in a little backwoods town in Califor- 
nia. , : 

I was making a tour of the Pacific coast 
and as Smith was the sensation of the day 
in that locality, I went to one of his meet- 
ings. 

The evangelist preached with great power 
and it was impossible to question his sincer- 
ity, but his sermon was utterly wasted, so 
far as I was concerned. I never forget a 
man’s face or voice, and after staring at the 
Rev. John Smith fully five minutes I was 
ready to swear that he was John Gray, the 
murderer, who was hanged at Oottonville 
before my eyes twenty years ago. 

It was no use to fight against this con- 
viction. The man stood before me, some- 
what older, bit with the same expression, 
the same trick of manner, the same strongly 
marked face that had made John Gray at- 
tract my attention and live in my memory. 
The circumstances of the execution were 
fresh in my mind as I sat in that little coun- 
try church and listened to the familiar tones 
of the preacher. The day of the hanging was 


ville. Just after Gray’s execution his body 
was carried to the jail, a temporary wooden 
structure,. where the doctors were going to 
hold an autopsy. In less than five minutes 
after the hanging a cyclone struck the town 
and completely demolished it, with the ex- 
ception of a few dwellings. Several lives 
were lost and dozens of people were wounded. 
Not a vestige was left of the jail on the, 
bank of the river, and the terrified survivors 
of the storm were too busy for a day or two 
to waste any time looking for Gray’s dead 
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it was belicved that its fragments with the 
murderers corpse had floated down the river. 

And yet the man I had seen strangled on 
the gallows stood before me preaching to a 
crowd of men and women who were shed- 
ding tears under the spell of his magnetic 
eloquence. 

When the services were over I sought the 
evangelist in his room at the hotel. — 

There was a flash of recognition in his 
eyes the moment he saw me, 

“I expected you,” he said, “I saw you 
in my congregation and it was plain to me 
that you recognized me. I can’ afford to 
tell you my story because I am civilly dead— 
so conclusively dead that I could return to 
Cottonville and not be molested, even if 
the people knew me to be John Gray.” 

“Tt is a mystery to me,” I replied, “but my 
eyes cannot deceive me. Tell me all about 
Pal 

The evangelist pondered a moment. 

‘You know the story of my case,” he said, 
‘in the heat of passion I killed a friend. 
My poverty and unpopularity caused the jury 
to convict me of murder and 1 was hanged 
on a public gallows. I had a presentmeut 
that I would live through it. You see that 
I weigh very little and my neck is phenom- 
enally short and thick. The sheriff was au 
inexperienced countryman and the fall when 
the trap door fell was a short one. The 
shock caused me to lose consciousness, but 
I was slowly and painfully regaining my 
senses when the cyclone came. 

“You know what the storm did. It lifted 
the jail and blew ic out of sight, leaving the 
floor, over which my body was stretched 
waiting for the doctor. The electric force 
of the storm revived me and I felt compar- 
atively well in less than two minutes. — 

“T rose to my feet and at a glance saw that 
the town was in ruins. Nobody thought of 
me or of the jail. It was my opportunity 
and I took advantage of it. followed the 
river, traveling by night and in the course 
of time made my way to California. My 
rescue I attributed to the direct interference 
of Providence and I resolved to devote my 
life to the cause of the Master. 

“Go where you please in the country dis- 
tricts of the Pacific states and you will hear 
a good report of my work. Is it not so?” 
“Yes,’”’ was my answer, “‘you have nobly 
redeemed yourself and you have nothing to 
fear from me.” 

The evangelist took my hand. 

“I may have been wrong,” he said, “but 
my love of life and my belief that I had 
been saved for a special work caused me 
to hide the truth from the people who once 
knew me. Now my race is nearly run and 
1 do not dread man’s vengeance,” 

I assured him again that his secret w1s 
safe with me and after some further talk 
we parted. 

A month later I heard of the death of 
the evangelist and it was no longer necessary 
to conceal the fact of this strange case. 
Gray is not the only man who has sur- 


are rare, but they have occurred in this 
country, in Russia and in England.

Editor Constitutiou: The official figures given 
fn a previous article on the railroad situa- 
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tion in Georgia show clearly that the com- 
plaint of the railroad officials of ‘tan alarming 
falling off in the volume of business’’ {ts not 
founded on facts, if the entire business for 
the years 1891 aud 1892 be compared. It was 
found that the volume of railroad business for 
3892 was 1 per ceut greater than in 1891, but 
the business was distributed over 81 per cent 
gnore miles of railroad in 18092 than in 1891, 
hence shrinkage in volume of business over 
certain systems and roads was due to in- 
creased mileage and not, as claimed, to the 
depressed condition of all industries in the 


Siate. 

If this condition of the railroads existed 
with the manufacturing interest it would be 
ealied over-production, and with the railroad 
interest it is really the eifect of over-mileage. 
Whe suppiy of ratroad transportation is 
@reater tuan the demand. The reyuest of the 
railroad ofiiciais fur an advance of 45 per cent 
fu freight rates is based on the claim that 
they are not earning a reasonable profit on the 
Capital invested in the roads, and that they 
@ie prevented from doing this by the railroad 
conimission of Georgia. 

It is axiomatic, that no corporate industry 
Fecognized by iuw, should be prevented by 
law from eurning under proper management 
a@ reasonable per cent as profit on the legiti- 
mnate cupital invested in such industry. ‘this 
principie is fully endorsed by the railroad 
colmwission, as Is clearly shown 
by the following ext act from the 
last annual report of that body. 
*Railroud companies ought to have the oppor- 
tunity of eurning a reasonable reward upon 
@ fair and just valuation of thelr property. 
On a just basis they ought to be able to earn 
@ dividend. Interest and dividends ought not 
to be computed on over issues of stocks and 
bends, nor on floating debts that result from 
extravagnunce and mismanagement, nor for the 
he sale of speculation.”’ Neither the most ultra 
anti-corporation demagogue or most arrogant 
railroza official in the state can offer a 
reasonable objection to this Proposition of the 
commission. The railroad oflicials in their 
claim for rates which will enable them to 
earn dividends, make ho exception as to the 
capita! on which dividends should be earned, 
while the railroad commission in the propost- 
tion quoted places limitations on the characier 
of securities which should represent the legiti- 
mate capital invested on which ‘ta reasonable 
reward’ should be earned, hence the main 
question to be settled is legitimate value of 
railroad property. 

Before the days of consolidation, watered 
stocks, first. second and income muortgave 
bonds. senior and junior securities, and de- 
bentures of all sorts, kinds und conditions, 
the value of raflroad property in Georgia was 
easily and accurately ascertained, by reference 
to the “stock book’’ of each company, for 
their railroads were built by bona fide sub- 
acriptions to stocs& for investment, and on 
the completion of road the paid up stock 
represented the cost of construction and equip- 
ment and was the capital invested. 

But now the equation of value when ap- 
plied to railroad property bristles with many 
unknown’ factors, and the value of such 

roperty is estimated generally by the stan- 

ard of opportunities its securities offer for 
speculation. 

Cannot a fair and just standard of valua- 
tion be adopted in order to adjust ates so as 
a reasonable per cent of profit may be 
earned on yaluation under proper manage- 
ment? The old standard of cost of construe- 
tion and equipment might be taken, and 
could be applied by a board of engineers ex- 
perienced in railroad building, though this 
atandard wonld work hardship on the older 
roads built before the introduction of new 


methods of construction, and which suffered 


the disasters of war.. 

A standard of Met earnings might. be 
adopted more snitable to the times. as What 
does it pay. and not what did it cost. is the 
modern estimate of value. bunt this standar 
would be variable and involve the question 
of management. 

Securities might be taken as an evidenee of 
value, but they would have to be passed upon 
by competent authority vested with power to 
accept or reject. 

Suggestions as to a standard of value 

ight be multiptied and all would possibly 
be open to objection. For the present abandon 
suggestion and take into consideration the 
value of the railroad property in Georgia as 
fixed by the railroad officials themselves and 
Jet the results developed determine whether 
or not this valuation would be a fair and just 
atandaré on which such rates could be based 
as would give the roads the opportunity of 
earning a reasonable per cent of profit on 
the value thus fixed. 

Most of the -ratlroad property in Georgia 
ds subject to ad valorem taxation. Some 
roads are exempt by their charters. 

The report of the comptroller general for 
the vear 1891 places the value of railroad 
property in the state, as returned by the 
railroad officials, at $42,383,287, and estimates 
the value of roads exempt by law at $20,000,- 
000, making the total value $62,383,287. The 
met earnings, which are profits, of all the 
railroads taxable and exempt were for 1891 
$4.393.583, which sum is a fraction over 7 
per cent on the valuation fixed by the railroad 
officials for taxation. In 1892 the value of 
railroad property which was returned for taxa- 
tion was $42.604.025; add to this $20,000,000 
exempt and the total value for 1892 was $62,- 
604.025 being $220,738 in excess of 1891. The 
net earnings. or profits, of the roads In 1892 
was $3.948.298, being_ 6 3-10 per cent on 
valuation for taxrtion. 

a 1891 four roads out of twenty-five making 
returns to the commission were operated at a 
total loss of $8,473, while in 1892 there were 
¥en rosds out of forty-two making-returns, 
which were operated at a total loss of $94.,- 
. Yet, in 1892 the whole railroad property 
earned a net profit = 6.3-10 per cent on the 
juatiow for taxation.

Rome, Ga., May 12, 1893.—Editor Constitu- 
tion: “There is evidently something mate- 
rially wrong with the railroad situation in 
Georgia. Whae*#s it and what is the rem-

First, as to the cause; second, as to the 


remedy. 

That there is something radically wrong 
with the railroad situation in Georgia is ap- 
parent to every man capable of exercising 


the slightest degree of judgment I address my- 
seif at once to the points suggested, necessa- 
rily discussing both in close connection, owing 
to the iimit piaced upon a newspaper article. 

1. As to the cause of the present deplorable 
condition of thre-efourths of the railroads in 
Georgia. That cause is not hard to locate. It 
is found in the outrageous and communistic 
legislation which has been enacted against the 
railroads of this state for several years, and 
in the extreme unfair and tyrannical rulings 
of that autocratic body known as the Geor- 
gia railroad commission, which has simply 
been the instrument to a large extent, of the 
ignorant political demagogue, who has been, 
and is but the mouthpiece of a large class of 
citizens who look upon railroads and all cor- 
porations as leeches and vampires organized 
and conducted solely for robbing the ,people 
and trampling upon the inherent rights and 
privileges of the private citizen. The histo- 
ry of railroad legislation and its baneful and 
pernicious reg@@its in this State for several 
vears fully bear out this charge, and reveal 
the cause of thes@resent depressed condition 
of these great highways of travel and traf- 
fic in the Empire (?) State of the south. 

To remedy the evil there must be a speedy 
end of the reign of the demaygogue. The 
people must do this good work, for abdicate 
he will not. Abuse of the railroad is bis stock 
in trade and when he loses that his bread and 
meat avd cocktails are gone foreveri 

Not only are the railroads deeply interested 
in the question of equitable treatment at 
the hands Of the legislators, but the good 
people of Georgia should be equally concern- 
ed, for their interests are mutual and ‘their 
prosperity is inter-dependent. Neither should 
prosper at the expense of the other. May 
* wuvc pues it thie way? Nelther can prosper 
by putting down the other. The legisla- 
tion that strikes at the pocketbook of the 
railroad is sure to rebound and seriously 
“whack’’ the purse of the citizen. Such leg- 
isJation is a veritable boomerang. When the 
peuple’s eyes are opened to ge this truth, 
self-interest, which in this day of worship of 
Henry Watterson’s ‘‘money devil,’’ will assert 
itset? and do the work which justice now 
seems impotent to bring about. It is a la- 
menutable fact that there is such a prejudice 
against railroads, that no matter how strong 
ly eutrenched and bulwarked in right and jus- 
tice may be a railroad corporation in defense 
of itself against the most outrageous demands 
of an individual, aided, abetted and urged 
on in its suit for supposititious damages by a 
lawyer (7), it is not necessary for the intel- 
ligent jurv trying the case to leave the jury 
box in order to make up its verdict in behalf 
of the plaintiff. The clamor of the oi fol- 
wi has relieved the twelve good men and true 
ef that on¢€rous task. 

And this Chinese method marks the course

2. As to the remedy. 
-& lose atudy of the aituation, so_far as I 
ean scan the field, leads me to the conclusion 
that the only remedy to be found for the 
relief of the railrouds, avd of the people as 
weil, and the release of the former from the 
grinding bondage now upon them is in-an ad- 
vance of rates. From one who bas given long 
and intelligent study to the matter in. hand, 
and who is generally conceded to be a wise 
and experienced student all alopg this line, 
I quote: 

“The depression of business is not the 
strongest cause, the volume of the traffic is 
well maintained; but the difficulty is that that 
which constitutes the largest proportion of 
the traffic is the lower classes of freight and 
upon which the most serious reductions have 
been made by the Georgia commission. The 
whole trouble lies in the fact that the revenue 
We are permitted to charge for our local traf- 
fic does not compensate us for the service 
we render, and @itil the people of Georgia re- 
alize this fact. the railroad Interests of the 
state will be depressed and it can have no oth- 
er effect than to retard the development of 
the resources the state contains. The increas- 
ed rates sufhcient to render fair returns upon 
the money invested in railroad properties 
in the state of Georgia would be insignificant 
when compared with the advantages that 
would follow. The rates in Georgia are lower 
for the service rendered and in all the con- 
ditions and cirCumstances surrounding the 
business that exists than in any 
state in this country—not that I 
mean to say that the rate per 
hundred pounds is lower than any other state 
(although from this basis it is iess than in the 
majority) but considering the sparsely set- 
tled territory, the manner in which the bus}- 


ness is distributed in small quantities in- | 


volving large expense in handling it, the reve. 
nue derived trom the service renderd is Jess 
than in any other section of which I have 
knowledge. 
“It is useless to discuss the railroad prob- 
lem of-Georgia upon any other basis than that 
of simply insufficient revenue for the service 
rendered. The commission of Georgia has 
most persistently and outrageously reduced 
the tariff of rates until they have gotten to a 
point where actually the properties cannot 
be maintained and render any return upon 
an estimate of value. If the present condition 
¢ontinues, there & but one escape, and only 
one by which the owners of these properties 
can operate them with any expectation of 
returns, and that is, to reduce the facilities 
and £0 back to a condition that existed years 
ago. To expect the railroad system of Geor- 
to continue to give to the public such 
accommodation and facility as are now ex- 
meg and compel it at a loss to the car- 
od * ahsurdity that should not be. enter- 
era 6 ia simply a question to decide 
ether the People of Georgia are willing that

A MERCHANT'S. VIEWS, 


Mr. A. B. Greene, Fort Valley's Leading 
Merchant, on Railroad Matters. 


Fort Valley, Ga, May 11, 1893.—To 
the Rate Committee of the Southern 
Railway and Steamsbip Association, Atlanta, 
Ga.—I take the liberty of addressing you a 
few plain thoughts on freight rates, rajlroad 
net earnings, etc,, feeling assured that you 
will award me a respectful hearing, As to 
freight rates I notice in today’s Constitution 
where a delegation of merchants appeared be- 
fore your committee and asked that rates on 
flour in less than carload lots be advanced. 
Of course these were wholesale merchants and 
what motives could have prompted them save 
of an unworthy and mercenary character? 
Now let us look into the operating effects of 
such a proposition as it would effect the 
railroads and the great body of people, who 
after all, maintain railroads, and whose fos- 


tering care should mark the policy of every. 


public carrier. It is suicidal to lay tribute 
upon the masses from whence comes the sup- 
port without which no road could prosper, 
and place same to the credit of a few selfish 


jobbers. 

For argument let us suppose that the 
changes in rates sought are now operative, 
How would it effect the interests of a majori- 
ty of our roads? The result would be that 
railroads would have shorter hauls and a large 
not to say tremendous falling off in business 
volume. Their tonage would be nothing like 
that they now eujoy under present rates; 
they would*haul to distributing points in car 
lots to jobbers, but there would be less flour 
consumed and that means less business for 
the roads. 

These magnanimous jobbers ask for an in- 
crease of freight rates in quantities less than 
car lots. Now who pays this increase? These 
liberal, wroad-minded jobbers certainly do 
not, for they buy invariably in car lots. If 
you would be wise you will look to the in- 
terest of all, The cities and their jobbing in- 
terests, the towns ulong the different lines of 
road with their multiplicity of distributing 
agencies, and above ail, the consumer, whose 
fortress of strength underlies at] human enter- 
prises which prosper and thrive. 

Now as to the earnings, {f it were for me to 
name the real cause of railroads continually 
complaining of reduced net earnings (on in- 
creased business) and making never ending 
appeals to our rialroad commissioners for in- 
creased freight rates, I would say that un- 
earned and unreasonable salaries were more 
the trouble than low rates. I make no refer- 
ence to the great body of railroad laborers 
and underlings, but to the $25,000 per annum 
officials. 

Finally, I would say that thousands of fool 
verdicts by juries, unreasonable, exorbitant 
and almost criminal in their nature have been 
rendered against our railroads in suits of 
the most trivial character. These things 
ought vot so to be, Let those in whose power 
the naming of rates has been intrusted not 
allow themselves to be deceived as to the. real 
causes resulting in the reduced net earnings 
ef our roads, but seeing the real cause have 
manhood about them to have such ‘causés re-

In the matter of green fruits an agreement 
was made to put a liability clause in. con- 
tracts where > pay 5O per cent ad- 
ditional freight. Where fruit is lost through 
gross negligence the shipper puts in his claim 
and it is allowed, but there are times wheu 
the roads comply .with the contract, ice at 
every place named, send the cars forward 
with dispatch and carry out their part, 
but the fruit is reported im bad condition 
by the commission merchant. This may or 
may not.be true. Last year there was eon- 
siderable ‘wet. weather: and fruit will not 
carry near so well when it has. ripened in 
rainy weather as under a dry wy Grapes. 
peaches and other fruits may, be liandled al) 
right by. the railroads and yet. atrive at 
destination iv bad condition. ‘he companies 
do not want to have to pay for such fruit. 

Rates to the west are much lower than 
to the east. Icing costs less, too, going wert 
than going east. The west will be apt %o 
get the choisest fruit this year. 

No conclusion was reached in regard to 
through rates on lumber. ‘Fhere was a 
proposition to advance tye rates slightly, but 
it was not carried. A similar proposition was 
made in regard to coal, but it failed too. 

In regard to the petition of the merchants 
for a small decrease on flour in car load lots 
or an advance on the rate per hundred on 
quantities less than car load lots no decis- 
ion was reached. That the merchants had 
a just cause was granted, but the traffic 
men were divided as to what to do in regard 
to it. Finally it was agreed that if the state 
commissioners would permit it some distine- 
tion would be made in the rates according 
to the quantity, charging less per hundred 
for car load lots than for smaller quanti 
ties. 

Another meeting of the rate committee 
will be held in Louisville at the Galt house 
early in June. 

The annual meeting of the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association will be held 
in New York the second Tuesday in June. 
Then the agreement for the next twelve 
months will be taken up.
